are pointing out sig ns of dissent, as if dis­ 
sent had not been long overdue. 
The presidential imag e has chang ed 
from an outg oing , friendlv man with a 
ready laug h and 
an endless supply of 
g ood - natured quips to a deeply pre­ 
occupied man worried about the unde­ 
clared war being foug ht in Viet Nam 
under

personal direction 
as com- 
mander-in-chief 


The easy acceptance of Ly ndon B John 
son by his country man as the presidential 
understudy who became a star when trag - 


tdy felled John F. Kennedy has chang ed 
into carping criticism of an ex ecutive un­ 
able to drive out the demons by ex ecutive 
decree 


Herbert Hoover couldn’t drive out the 
demons either. Nor Franklin Roosevelt. 
John Kennedv had beg un to reveal his 
limitations before his death. Harry Tru­ 
man could not cope 
with the Korean 
debacle. 
Dwig ht Eisenhower had less than super­ 
natural power. 


Woodrow Wilson ultimately was broken 
by the scapeg oat role forced on him in 
the disenchantment after World War 1 
And had it not been for his matry dom. 
the now immortal Lincoln would have 
been just another U. S president destined 
to bear an insuoportable burden of re­ 
criminations shifted to his shoulders by 
his country men. 


EVERY LITTLE BIT of blame counts 
in the burden an American president is 
ex nected to bear in a time of trouble 
No political fig ure who asnires to be 
president fails to understand that being a

ish the role of scapeg oat. 


It only can be hoped that President 
Johnson understands why it must be this 
way and has the fortitude to bear his bur­ 
den philosophically .

China's African Clutch

After the painful 
postpone­ 
ment of the second Afro-Asian 
Conference, a handful of ha­ 
rassed African diplomats de­ 
cided to stay around quietly . 
They wánted to g et the feel of 
a new 
Alg erian 
reg ime that 
swept » o suddenly to the top 
and 
may be 
e ve n 
become 
acquainted with new faces and 
patterns for power. 
It couldn’t have worked out 
worse. Scarcely had most dele­ 
g ations been whisked off to the 
airport, past g endarme-g uarded 
boulevards still festooned with 
welcoming sig ns, than fresh lob­ 
by ing beg an The Russian and 
the Chinese Communists alter­ 
nated with supporters from loc­ 
al missions in try ing to twist 
the 
arms 
of 
the 
remaining 
visitors. 
The nex t scheduled Afro-Asian 
meeting , first of foreig n minis­ 
ters. is slated to be ceremoni­ 
ously stag ed here in late Octo­ 
ber. To hear some of the pres­ 
sured Africans talk, the Chi­ 
nese and Russians were bear­ 
ing down as if the meeting 
mig ht be held tomorrow. 
Actually , 
the 
U.S.S.R. 
was 
much more circumspect in Afro- 
Asian approaches before post­ 
ponement. First it was Com­ 
munist China that behaved bru- 
tany towards small countries 
say ing , in effect, vote for the 
conference to continue or else. 


NOW BOTH of them are at 
it, pretending that the second 
Bandung will occur as recast. 
They both, 
for different rea­ 
sons. may well have killed off 
any outsided Afro-Asian Confer­ 
ence for a long time. 
That was the annoy ed reac­ 
tion of the quiet people, who 
wanted to stay and study the 
local scene 
so important 
for 
inter-African 
affairs. 
Rather 
than underg o a steady d.et of 
unconcealed pressure and per­ 
suasion they packed up 
and 
flew back home. 
The Chinese technque, carried 
over trom preconference lobby - 
mg , was strictly a strai^m-aim 
deal They made it absolutely 
clear that they saw non-alig n­ 
ment as a totally dead issue. 
Nex t time out. they proposed, 
there should not be any such 
naivete. 
In short, they cam­ 
paig n on a pure pro-Red China 
phase line. 
If a country wavers or say s 
no. then it’s ag ainst them and 
their concept of the human wave 
of the future. The Russians and 
their comradely sidekicks are 
scathing ly availed as flabby 
and phoney , rig ht down to actu­ 
al 
translatable 
f o ur 
letter 
words. 
ft didn’t matter a bit to the 
Chinese 
t h a t 
ex -President 
Ahmed Ben Bella, a personal 
pal of many heads of emerg ing 
states, was probably finished for 
g ood 
Nor did C ol. 
Houari 
Boumedienne. 
the 
still 
un­ 
known and complicated Alg erian 
strong man, mean much to them. 


RED CHINA rushed to recog ­ 
nize his revolutionary council, 
althoug h one thing was evident 
« arly : 
I hat Boumedienne was 
not about to become implicated 
in any form of standpat “so­ 
cialism” ex cept perhaps a pe- 
culiar mix ture of his own forti­ 
fied with austerity . 
To the last possible moment 
the Chinese wheeled and dealed, 
carry ing out in the open what 


they tried in the corridors of 
the Commonwealth Prime Min­ 
isters’ meeting in London. That 
was when they dispatched their 
charg e 
d'affaires 
to 
contact 
Commonwealth Afro-Asians in 
the corridors for every one to 
watch and try to eavesdrop. 
The approach there and here 
in Alg iers couldn’t have been 
more badly timed nor more of­ 
fensive. It has the rather salu­ 
brious impact of making some 
of the more vociferously voiced 
in favor of U.S. withdrawal from 
Viet Nam wonder about Red 
China’s intentions. 
Then 
demands 
from 
other 
Afro-Asian 
countries 
compli­ 
cated the Chinese steamroller in 
Alg iers further. They wanted 
assurances of leniency for Ben 
Bella. The demand, which at 
first it was, g ot a straig ht re­ 
tort from 
Boumedienne Don’t 
interfere in our internal affairs, 


THE 
RUSSIANS, 
delig hted 
with the by porduct of postpone­ 
ment. then beg an matching Red 
China pressure for pressure for 
the newly scheduled assembly . 
They almost certainly would 
have been denied participation 


in the conference as an Asian 
country . Well, in advance, they 
urg e 
reconsideration of their 
role. 
So. some of the put-upon Afri­ 
cans. holding a watching brief 
on Alg erian affairs, were cata­ 
pulted smack into a Soviet-Chi- 
nese fig ht on the sidelines. They 
were 
outrag ed 
and 
declared 
they were fed up with hearing 
about the true ‘ Marx ism-Lenin­ 
ism” of one Communist side 
ag ainst the other 
“We aren’t interested in what 
they uphold.” remarked one in­ 
dig nant visitor, stuffing a hand­ 
made. ornate desert cushion in 
his bag . “We have our own 
problems. These don’t interest 
them. Bit words, that’s all they 
provide.” 
They wondered whether the 
Alg erian reg ime, ex pelling So- 
viet-bloc writers for lurid, fic­ 
tional stories was also sy mpto­ 
matic of a new. hard look at 
the self appointed protectors of 
have-nots. It- has been shock 
treatment all around that could 
be beneficial to new nations 
coming of ag e and responsibil­ 
ity .

That's a complicated way of

Westmoreland also say s the 
Viet Cong "are less confident of 
success than they were earlier.” 
U.S. intellig ence sources be­ 
lieve North Viet Nam’s 325th 
Division, 
starting 
early 
this 
y ear, has moved into South Viet 
Nam to join the Viet Cong in the 
fig hting . 
Malcolm W. Browne of The 
Associated Press reports from 
Saig on that for the past few 
weeks g uerrilla forces of un­ 
precedented streng th have burst 
across the 
Vietnamese hig h­ 
lands. smashing one important 
post after another. 
Recently , he say s, thousands 
of South Vietnamese g overn­ 
ment forces have been killed or 
captured 
The more the South Vietnam­ 
ese are smashed, the more .S. 
forces must g et involved to bail 
them out 
Only 
last 
week 
g uerrillas 
slipped 
throug h 
the 
heavy 
Marine g uard surrounding the 
Da Nang Air Base, killed one 
American and destroy ed three 
U S planes on the g round. 
And last Monday they overran 
the jung le outpost of Ba Gia and 
made off with two 105mm howit­ 
zers. 
the 
larg est 
weapons 
they 've captured vet, plus am­ 
munition which, with the howit­ 
zers. 
may 
be 
used 
ag ainst 
Americans later. 
Still, there has been no big 
showdown 
y et 
between 
the 
Marines and the Viet Cong or 
the 325th Division from North 
Viet Nam. 
But more U.S. troopi — about 


8 .000 Marines — are being put 
ashore in South Viet Nam, rais­ 
ing American military streng th 
there to about 60.000 men. 
These don’t include another 
16.000 to 21 000 Marines and 
Army troops who, Secretary of 
Defense Robert S. McNamara 
said in mid-June, were being 
sent to Viet Nam. 
And. while the United States 
builds up its g round forces, it 
g ets deeper into the war in the 
air. 


Three times now American 
B52 bombers nave ilown the 2,- 
200 miles from Guam to bomb 
Viet Cong locations in South 
Viet Nam, some within 35 miles 
of Saig on. 
At the same time American 
bombers continued to plaster 
North Viet Nam. althoug h stay ­ 
ing away from such population 
centers as the capital city of 
Hanoi and the seaport, Hai­ 
phong . 


While President Johnson was 
pondering all this, he learned of 
more unpleasant news which 
sooner or later may require a 
decision from him 
Several Russian-built missile 
sites are nearing completion in 
North Viet Nam near Hanoi and 
Haiphong These are for surface 
to air missiles which can be 
used ag ainst bombers. 
It's possible they will never be 
used, unless the United States 
attacks those two cities. 
But their very presence, and 
the dang er implicit in them, 
raises the question: Should the 
United States wipe out those 
missile sites before they can be 
used ag ainst American planes’* 
But that mig ht involve the 
United States with Ritfsia, more 
or less.

Most people are unaware of 
what the leg islation providing 
medical care for the ag ed — 
•bout to be passed by Cong ress 
—will 
really 
mean to t h e 
nation 
as 
a 
whole. 
While 
f u r nishing 
needed 
help 
to the elder­ 
ly population, 
it mig ht bring 
severe 
hard­ 
ships to mil­ 
liard Uwonct 
lions of other 
persons of all ag es who happen 
to g et sick and require medical 
attention 
There will not be enoug h doc­ 
tors or hospitals to take care 
of those who must be treated. 
Even today these facilities are 
not sufficient, and there is as 
y et no comprehensive plan to 
handle the increased number of 
patients to be ex pected when 
medical bills are g oing to be 
paid in larg e part by the g ov­ 
ernment 
The elderly account 
today for 25 per cent of the 
use of hospital facilities, and 
the ex pectation is that this now 
will increase substantially . 
With the g rowth of health in­ 
surance 
and 
hospitalization 
plans in recent y ears, phy si­ 
cians have not been able to pay 
visits to the homes as they did 
in 
the 
past. 
Also, 
s o m e 
plans provide for pay ment only 
if the pateint is hospitalized, 
and 
this 
doubtless 
has 
in­ 
creased the number of persons 
who g o to hospitals rather than 
being treated at home or in the 
doctor’s office. 


THE LATEST fig ures show 
that, 
during 
the 
last 
30 
y ears, doctors’ visits to the 
home have dropped from 40 per 
cent of the phy sicians’ prac­ 
tice in America to only 8 per 
cent. 
It’s estimated by medical sta­ 
tisticians that, since World War 
II. there has been a 500 per 
cent increase in admissions to 
emerg ency wards, 
and 
these 
units in some neig hborhoods 
have 
supplied 
the 
services 
which family doctors used to 
provide. The situation at pres­ 
ent is far from satisfactory 
and. with the enactment of the 
medicare 
leg islation, 
it 
may 
g row more and more acute. 
One rea.-on is that 
if 
hos­ 
pital care for older people is to 
a larg e ex tent free, there will 
be a temptation to g o to such 
places for aches and pains that 
used to be taken care of by fam­ 
ily doctors calling at the home. 
Tiiis will produce a scarcity of 
beds for y oung and old who 
really need to be in a hospital. 
Some 
recog nition 
of 
these 
phases of the medical - care 
problem is g iven in the provi­ 
sions of the proposed law which 
require an initial pay ment for 
hospitalization before the g ov­ 
ernment’s benefits will apply . 
Also it’s arg ued that persons 
will not be admitted who do 
not need such care. But the 
time and attention of doctors 
will be required any how, and 


the 
big g est 
hardship 
m a y 
emerg e from the failure to train 
additional phy sicians. 


THERE WERE 149 doctors 
for every 100,000 population in 
1950 and the percentag e hasn't 
increased since then. Some esti­ 
mates indicate that there may 
be 154 phy sicians per 100 000 
people by 1975. but even this 
fig ure assumes a dependence 
on doctors imported from for­ 
eig n countries. 
Althoug h a statistical surplus 
of doctors is recorded in some 
areas, this doesn't help in the 
localities which have a shortag e 
of doctors. 
Efforts certainly will be made 
to move the chronically 
ill pa- 
tients from beds in hospitals to 
some of the nursing homes or 
units where this kind of care 
can be g iven for virtually the 
entire nation of 190 million peo­ 
ple is dependent on about 5 684 
hospitals, the total ex pense of 
which is approx imately $7.5 bil­ 
lion a y ear 
There are I 
4 
state and g overnmental hospi­ 
tals, which cost an additional 
$3 4 billion annually 
The 
U.S. 
D e p a r t m e nt 
of Health, Education and Wei 
fare, 
which g ot $100 million 
last y ear for federal loans and 
g rants to medical students, now 
is asking Cong ress for addi­ 
tional funds for this purpose, 
plus $300 million for construc­ 
tion of medical schools and oth­ 
er health-training facilities. It 
well may be that even these 
sums will not meet the forth 
coming emerg ency due to a 
shortag e 
of doctors 
and 
of 
trained medical and hospital 
personnel throug hout the coun­ 
try . 


THE NUMBER of nursing 
and convalescent 
h o m e s is 
bound to be increased and their 
services aug mented both by lo­ 
cal g overnments and by pri­ 
vate org anizations, but the ex ­ 
tent of the impact which the 
new medicare leg islation will 
make on the country as a whole 
can hardly be judg ed at this 
time. 
The ex perience of other coun­ 
tries with what has been called 
socialized medicine reveals that 
people demand hospital 
and 
medical 
attention 
for 
many 
thing s they could take care of 
themselves. When they realize 
the g overnment is footing the 
bill, they crowd the doctors of­ 
fices and the hospitals. 
All of this means a risk for 
the patient with a serious ill- 
ness or injury who really needs 
prompt and perhaps prolong ed 
medical attention Even if it he 
conceded that financing of med­ 
ical care for the elderly by the 
federal g overnment is neces­ 
sary and couldn’t have been 
provided entirely throug h pri- 
vate-insurance plans — which is 
at least debatable — the big 
problem now is how the health 
of the population of the United 
States as a whole is g oing to 
fare 
if 
hospitals 
are 
over­ 
crowded 
and 
doctors 
are 
scarce.

AHalfa Honey Threatened 
Another five years mav see 
the end of Ohio alfalfa honey. 
The alfalfa weevil will be to 
blame 
That’s the word from W. A. 
Stephen. Ohio State University 
Extension specialist in agricul­ 
ture. Where the weevil is bad, 
alfalfa honev production alrea­ 
dy is a thing of the past, Ste­ 
phen says. 
The specialist points out that 
the situation is serious to bee­ 
keepers. If red clover or birds- 
foot trefoil are grown 
as 
re­ 
placement crops, bees will fare 
as well as with alfalfa. But if 
fam ers turn to corn and soy­ 
beans. which yield no nectar, 
the picture could be different, 
he points out. Other alternat­ 
ives for alfalfa, such as brome- 
grass 
and 
orchardgrass, 
are 
not honey plants. 
Alfalfa weevil first appeared 
in southeast Ohio in 1960. Since 
then it has been moving north­ 
west across the state at a rate 
of about twenty miles a year 
Two 
Ohio 
State 
University 
Extension 
specialists, 
George 
R. Gist and B. D. Blair, have 
prepared a leaflet on the al­ 
falfa weevil. Titled "Alfalfa and 
the Alfalfa Weevil," the publi­
